The length of time requir- 
ef to go through the subsequent books 
was such a t&sk that the committee 
dropped the matter of finding any ref- 
erence to Oakland cemetery. Some of 
the oldest citizens, however, recall 
very distinctly that the reinterring of 
bodies from the old cemetery on 
Peachtree was still going on in 1884-6. 
In the city comptrolle?’s office the first 
deed that was recorded is made to the 
city from J. F. Leavy, on July 4, 18657, 
for 4 3-!6 acres of land, since which 
time there is récord for the balance 
which has been added to Oakland cem- 
etery. It is to be regretted. that no 
history or facts pertaining to the 
origin of the name of Oakland could 
be found. However, the name is beau- 
tifully apprepriate, the resting place 
of those loved in life, and should be 
honored in memory by the care and 
affection of the living. 
“A Great Responaspbility.”’ 

“When I was advised of my selec- 
tion as chairman of the cemetery com- 
mittee, I appreciated the full respon- 
sibility of the work attendant, the du- 
ties assigned me, my fellow commit- 
teemen. Early we recognized the ne- 
,cessity of immediate steps being taken 
to place Oakland cemetery on 
the principles of modern  ceme- 
tery management, that prog- 
ress, experience and altered condi- 
tions indicated the edvisability of 
changing the rules of the conduct of 
Atlanta’s necropolis. To this end we 
entered into the work, making fre- 
quent visits, investigating and discuss- 
ing the features of every department, 
stucying the necessities, consulting 
with the sexton and his assistants; and 
to thoroughly famillarize ourselves 
with the~modern ideas ag inaugurated 
by other cities, we entered into cor- 
respondence with many municipal and 
private cemétery associations, in 
answer to which we have received 
much valyable information bearing 
upon the needed requirements. 

“The press has given a very, general 
description of what both the cemetery 
committee and the special committee, 
appointed by the mayor and general 
council, found in their various investi- 
gations. How in the potter’s field lie 
interred the unknown dead in un- 
known numbers, with never a record 
to show who they are or from whence 
they came; how this plot bore but 
little evidence of any  interments, 
merely a fallen headstone or a sunken 
grave occasionally. The rest a jungle 
of rank weeds and 0briars, broken 
trees, washouts,.a dumping ground for 
the entire cemetery. The only en- 
closure a low wall in plaees hardly a 
foot high, which serves as no protec- 
tion, leaving this section to be used 
as a highway for pedestrains in cross- 
ing from one side of the city to the 
other. Certainly there should be some 
care devoted to this neglected spot 
anc some evidence to show that here 
lie the unknown dead. 

“In the cémétery proper, where the 
city has sold lots to individuals, un- 


* fortunately the deeds did’ not read, 


‘subject to any rules and regulations 
which from time to time may be en- 
acted.’ While this section presents a 
better appearance, yet there is woeful 
negiect on all sides. It must have been 
that the purchasers anticipated that 
the city should take care of this prop- 
erty and that under the care anc di- 
rection of a superintendent, there 
should not exist vanishing terraces, 
and crumbling walls. There can be 
found scores of prostrate grave stones, 
hedges and fences around lots, sunken 
graves, and indiscriminate trees whose 
projecting roots, enormous in some 
places, are uplifting some of the larg- 
est shafts. Drives and roadways need 
macadam or recherting, walks that 
have never yet had their first atten- 
tion, are all sad reminéers of neg- 
lect or stinted appropriations. 


Records Have Been Lost. 

“Records have been lost and even 
what is now in the superintendent’s 
office is but a partial list of Atlanta's 
dead. Should this be lost by fire or 
otherwise, there would be nothing left 
for future indentification. Certainly a 
Guplicate should be in the city’s vault. 
There is an urgent need to have in- 
‘scribed upon new records every name 
that now can be obtained while yet 
visible from the remaining tomb- 
stones, slabs and shafts before time’s 
obliteration, ee 

“It has been the purpose of the com- 
mittee to obtain all the cata possible 
regarding modern cemetery manage- 
ment, in so far as to change the whole 
conditions existing at Oakland, then 
make their recommendations to the 
council] and have the city attorney 
draw up such ordinances and regula- 
tions as will not conflict with the laws 
of the state and city, and to conform 
as far as possible with modern prin- 
‘ciples in beautifying and perpetuating 
this spot. 

‘Compiling all fhe information that 
we have received, and from the inves- 
tigations of the cemetery committee, the 
following suggestions are offered by way 
of making recommendations to the 
mayor and general council, in that the 
@esired ends be carried out through 
@uch ordinances as the city attorney, 
with the assistonce of, the cemetery 
committee may suggest to be embodied 
in legal form. | 

Suggestions Are Offered. 

“1 That the cemetery committee be 
permitted to purchase an entire new 
set of cemetery files and records that 


will give complete data of all interments 
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“2. That special blanks be printed 
and placed in the hands of the sexton 
to be filled oWf by lot contracting 
for work to be done their respec- 
tive lots, etatihg: who is to do the work 
and giving @ general idea of what is 
expected, so that the sexton may see 
that this work is given proper atten- 
tion. (We conkider this a very impor- 
tant .feature as there ‘are scores of 
people who-am paying from $1.60 to 82 
per monfa to different parties who con- 
tract for this &ind of work, and from 
whom we have had complaint that the 
work is not properly done. By way of 
illustration, parties owning lots may 
move from the city or are absent from 
the city for a year or more and desir- 
ing to keep their lots in proper condi- 
tion, it should be the duty of the su- 
perintendent to see that this is done, or 
notify the owner regarding same.) 

Proper Blanks Are Wanted. 


“3. That the* proper blanks be pre 
pared, signed and sent out by the sex- 
ton, giving notice to all owners of the 
condition of their respective Jots and 
the necessary repairs upon same. Such 
as straightening and raising all tomb- 
stones needing attention and other con- 
ditions as the sexton may advise as be- 
ing necessary. (We consider this one of 
the most important recommendations, 
as we find many lots where trees have 
grown to such an extent. that the roots 
are undermining tombstones, walls are 
crumbling, and™terraces and grades are 
being washed into the roadways.) , 

“4. That the finance committee in 
future give more appropriations for 
the keeping up and improvement of 
the cemetery. {For the past six or 
eight years there has been a sad neg- 
lect on the part of this committee. 
The only appropriation creited to the 
cemetery, aside from the salaries of 
the help, has been $1,000 for slate 
vaults, which the city has returned to 
them, $500 for the water supply, and 
$250 for feed. All revenue taken in 
by the cemetery for digging graves, 
etc., goes into the general treasury of 
the city.) 

“656. That in the place of appropriat- 
ing $1,000 for the purchase of slate 
vaults, we recommend that reinforced 
cement vaults be used. They can be 
obtained as needed and in size re- 
quirec. (Upon investigation we find 
that the majority of cemeteries are 
using cement vaults,eand from all re- 
ports we find them to be superior to 
slate. The saving from breakage, and 
loss from not being the proper size, is 
quite an item). 


One of the Urgent Needs. 

“6. That there is an urgent need for 
building two or three more places of 
public comfort in different sections of 
the cemetery. (We consider this a 
great riecessity, for with the number 
of visitors over the entire cemetery, 
there should be one erected at desig- 
nated spote on each side of the ceme- 
tery, while now only.one exists at the 
sexton’s office). 

“7. That the city engineer be re- 
quested undér proper ordinance to 
raise the rock wall running along: the 
south side of the cemetery parallel 
with the Georgia railway, where are 
interred both the white ané colored 
paupers, to a sufficient height in that 
& grade may be established, and that 
this heretofore neglected spot be 
sown down in grass with roadways 
and paths laid off through it, and 
some memorial be built designating 
the unknown dead. (To any one who 
has visited this spot, or knows the 
condition of same, the deplorable con- 
cition is very evident with the un- 
Sightly appearance, and paths inter- 
secting, washouts, and a general 
dumping ground for the cemetery. The 
only evidence of a burial place is a 
fallen headstone or a .sunken rave. 
This entire plot should be put into one 
area). 


Bids Are Asked For. 


"8. That the cemetery committee be 
instructed to receive bids from some 
landscape engineer to Jook over the 
entire cemetery and Suggest in so far 
as he can how Oakland may be placed 
upon modern principles of cemetery 
effect, and at what approximate cost. 

“9. That some actien be taken to per- 
petuate Oakland cemetery. That an or- 
dinance he framed in go far ag possible 
taking this department out of pblitics en- 
tirely.

Washington, May 5.—The interstate 
commerce commission has rendered its 
first opinion in ea case involving the 
reasonableness of an express rate.

How to Get Absolute Control. 

‘In order to cet this absolute’ control, 
the power to organize these conpora- 
tions must be pitched on some grant of 
power in the constitution which is not 
only exclusive, but which in its exergise 
is all pervading, 
. “The power to regulate commerce 
among the states and with foreign na- 
tions is too narrow for such purposes, 
because there is an immense mass of 
commerce in this country which is en- 
tirely beyond the control of congress. 
Transportation as an element of com- 
merce can only be regulated by the con- 
gress in eo far as it is interstate or 
foreign transportation; that there is 
an immense mass of transportation} 
which is absolutely intrastate and over 
‘which the congress, by virtue of its 
commercial power, has no jurisdiction. 

“But the power to establisn pos: roads 
is coextensive with the limits of the 
United States. It enters into every re- 
mote corner of the territory of the 
United States, and extends from every 
point within. the territofy to every other 
point therein. It gives the governmerit 
power to establish post. roads: from every 
point to every other point; to nationalize 
these roads; to provide all the terms and 
conditions for their use and operation; 
and to create Corporations as instruments 
to facilitate the government in the per- 
formance of this exclusive function.

“It found a satisfactory solution of 
these situations by the use of the 
granted and incidental powers of the 
ccnstitution. 

“As you and Your advisers are study- 
ing this question .now before the 
American people, I ask’ that you per- 
mit me to make some suggestions, 
which I hope will be helpful. — 

“In my opinion, as an humble stu- 
dent of the constitution, and as a dem- 
ocrat who belongs. to the school of 
‘fair constructionists,’ there is full 
power in the constitution of the United

‘If that were deemed necessary, it 
coulé’ be established that one of the 
conditions upon which an existing cor- 
poration should transmute itself into 
a’ federal corporation, should be the 
assignment of its title to its rights of 
way to the United States government.

perpetual use thereof as a federal cor- 
poration under the conditions and lim- 
itations of the federal stattite. 

“The above is a mere outline of the 
plan which I suggest and an idication 
of the principles and authorities by 
which I believe it to be supported. 

Railroads Would Be Willing. 


“My personal belief is that the rail- 
roaas of the country would willingly 
submit to the drastic regulation and 
supervision which my plan suggests, 
in order to obtain the large measure 
of protection that would come to their 
properties and to the:capital invested, 
by a uniform exclusive system of g0v- 
ernment supervision, regulation, taxa- 
tion, and by relieving them from all 
control of the states and of their polit- 
ical subdivisions. 

“My personal belief goes to the fur- 
ther extent that capital, legitimately 
invested in railway enterprises under 
such government supervision and reg- 
ulation, would be so Safe, that every 
railroad which took advantage,of such 
a statute woyld immediately be en- 
ablew@ to command those vast sums of 
money which they all now need to 
make their transportation facilities 
equal to the growth of the country 

“One may well entertain the hope, 
also, that the organization of the 
transportation companies on these 
lines as post roads of the United 
States would put an end.to the clamor 
raised in some quarters, for the gov- 
ernment ownership of the railroads. It 
appears to me to be a just means be- 
tween the extremes of selfish, private 


govenrment ownership. 

“If you, should desire to have before 
you a statute drawn on the lines here- 
in suggested, I hope I shall be able to 
find time enough from my Arduous 
professional duties to draw anc sub- 
mit such a statute for your considera- 
tion. . i

RICE REPLIES 
TO ELLENWOOD 


Presbyterian Pastor Takes 
Issue With Universalist 
Minister. 
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TEXT OF SERMON. 

Text: I Corinthians i, 23-24, 
“But we preach Christ crucified, 
unto the Jews a stumbling block, 
and unto the Greeks foolishness; 
but unto them which are called, 
both Jews and Greeks, Christ 
the power of God, and the wis- 
dom of God.” 
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By EDWARD YOUNG CLARKE. 

“To these who through study of the 
Bible vecome fully acquainted with 
the gospel plan of salvation, recent ut- 
terances are preposterous. When a 
straw gospel is set up and knocked 
down here in our very midst, as has 
been done recently, I feel constrained 
to enter a defense of the real gospel 
by opening before you what it is.” 

The above were the opening words 
of the morning sermon of Dr. Theron 
H. Rice, D.D., pastor of the Central 
rresbyterian church, and a leading 
theologian of that church. They were 
the preface to a full sermon intended 
to utterly put to rout the recent state- 
ments of Dr. Ellenwood, the Uriver- 
salist preacher of this city. 

“Our text tells us,’ said Dr. Rice, 
“that at the time the book was writ- 
ten there were people who did not 
like the gospel and who thought it 
scandalous. To some of these people 
it was a stumbling block; to others 
foolishness. <A plan offering a man 
of humble origin, and wicked associa- 
tions, to die for the sins of others, was 
to their mind not only absurd but ac- 
tually corgupting. And here in At- 
lanta recently we have a man declar- 
ing that any one who would accept 
such ai sacrifice complacently would 
undoubtedly proclaim himself a cow- 
ard. 

“There have always been men. who 
have resisted the preaching of the cross. 
In many the antagonism grows out of tne 
antipathy of the unrenewed heart to the 
will of God. ‘‘Because the carnal mind 
is enmity against God; for it ig not sub- 
ject to the law of God, neither indeed can 
be.” So thoroughly contrary are these 
men in character and feeling to God that 
whatever expresses God's mind and will 
is sure to arouse hostility in them. 

Opposition Due to Ignorance. 

“Rut there are others whose opposi- 
tion to the gospel seems to spring from 
ignorance of its true character. They 
eet up a man of straw of their own or 
some other man’s making and proceed to 
demolish it with their arguments. They 
create a caricature of the Christian sys- 
tem and hold it up to contempt, suppos- 
ing that it is the evangelical doctrine 
which We preach that is thus demolished. 
j is hed for men and women, reared 
on the gospel to understand how men 
can be so mistaken as to what that 
gospel is; but nevertheless men, there 
are all around us men, who utterly mis- 
construe it and misrepresent it. 

‘In view of some recent criticisms of 
the system which the evangelical church- 
es are preaching as God's plan of salva- 
tion, let us look at what the Bible does 
teach. 

Some Pofnted Questions. 

“Js the man who accepts Jesus Christ 
as His substitute and receives the ,for- 
giveness of his sins on the ground of 
Christ having suffered in his stead-a 
coward? 

“Is a plan which offers a sinner salva- 
tion bought by the sufferings of a right- 


eous person in his place a plan essen- 
tially unjust? 
Christians .Are Not Cowards. 

“The answer to the first question de- 
pends on what is meant by salvation. 
According to the.Bible the salvation of- 
fered to the sinner is salvation from his 
sin. ‘Thou shalt call His name Jesus, 
for he shall save His people from their 
Sins.’ (Matt. i, 21). According to this, 
the gospe] invitation addressed to the 
Sinner to fly to Christ and be saved 
makes no appeal to a low and selfish de- 
Sire to escape merely the penalty due to 
his wrong-doing, while he retains his 
sins. No. It is rather addressed to the 
desire to break with his sins, to be 
saved from their power, to be made free 
from them ang enabled to live a holy 
life in obedience to God. This is the 
only salvation the gospe] offers. 

“And this is what the sinner is seek- 
ing when he flies to Christ—deliverance 
from sin, power to be holy, a clean 
heart, a n@w nature, a redeemed iife. 
Is ‘the man a@ cowarg who seeks these 
things? 

“The answer tot the second question 
is to be sought in an examination of 
God's plan of salvation, as the Bible 
describes it. 

No Injustice Done. 

“The principal fact to be noted is that 
the substitute who suffers in the believing 
sinner’s place is not a mere man, not 
an angel, not a créature at al, but 
God Himself, who took our nature upon 
Him, became man, assumed our respon- 
sibilities under the law, fulfilled all our 
obligations by a life of perfect obedience, 
and fully satisfied the law’s utmost 
penalty by his sufferings and death, The 
merits of his obedience and death God 
now stands ready to make over to any 
sinner who will accept the free gift. 

“Who is wronged in this transaction? 
Is God wronged? Not unless He has 
wronged Himself; for He has made the 
‘plan and executed {t in every detail. Has 
God no right to qualify the yearnings of 
His love for the sinner by laying down 
His life for him in the person of the 
God-man,especially asHe has ‘power to 
lay it down and power to take it again?’ 
Who shall say what the sovereign God 
shall not do? 

“Is man wronged? Is he made a party 
to a transaction which lowers his moral 
tone and offends His conscience? Not ar 
all. He does not accept a pardon which 
is bestowed without regard to justice. 
The sins which are forgiven him have 
been assumed by His divine substitute 
and amply answered for, so that God 
can ‘be just and yet the justifier of 
him who believes in Jesus.’ 

‘So far from God being wronged by a 
sinner accepting the gospel salvation He 


teaches us that nothing so glorifies and ‘ 


delights Him as the redemption of His 
people from their sin. 
Sinner Not Demoralised. 

“So far from the sinner who accepts 
the gospel salvation being demoralized 
there is nothing we can conceive of 
which so tones up the conscience, 
which magnifies God’s law and makes it 
honorable in the sinner’s eyes as the 
knowledge that, much as God yearned 
to forgive and redeem him. He would 
not do it until he had by His own suf- 
ferings satisfied every claim of the law, 
he would not indulge His compassion at 
the expense of. principle! 

“Men are accepting every day boons 
which self-sacrificing love has procured 
for them. Every one of us has received 
from a mother blessings which she has 
purchased by her suffering and which 
we are conscious we have not deserved. 
Yet we hesitate not to accept them at 
the hands of her love and only revere 
her the more profoundly. Shall we talk 
about it degrading us to accept at the 
hands of divine compassion a pardon 
which we do not and never can merit?

FORACCUSED MEN 


Roosevelt Again Writes of Moyer 
and Haywood, 


REPLY TO THE LABOR UNIONS 


Roosevelt Only Wants Exact Justice 
Done Moyer and Haywood—Iif 
There Has Been Miscarriage 
of Justice for or Against, 

He’ll Try to Right It. 


New York, May 5.—In a letter read 
today before the Central Federated Un- 
ion, President Roosevelt states that if 
evidence is submitted to him showing 
that there has been a miscarriage of jus- 
tice for or against Moyer and Haywoou, 
awaiting trial at oBise, Idaho, charged 
With the murder of Former Governor 
Steunenburg, he will bring such evi- 
dence to the attention of the attorney 
general for such action, if any, as it 
may be in the power of the federal] au- 
thorities to take. 

Rooseveit’s Attitude. 

The communication was the formal re- 
Ply of the president to the committee of 
the union which recently called updn the 
president in Washington and requested 
him to set forth in general his attitude 
toward the accused men and specifically 
why he had referred to Moyer and Hay- 
wood as “undesirable sitizens.”’ 

In making his report today the chair- 
man, John § Henry, said that the com- 
mittee had spent more than an hour 
with the president, at which time .ue 
matter in hand was thoroughly discussed. 
The president signified his intention of 
formally replying in the letter which 
the chairman then read. 

Following the reading there was an 
animated discussion during which the 
chairman and William Coakley, another 
member of the committee stoutly cham- 
pioned the attitude of the chief execu- 
tive. 

It was decided to forward a copy of the 
letter to counsel for the indicted Idaho 
labor leaders and let them submit to 
President Roosevelt any evidence they 
might have that there might be a miscar- 
riage of justice in the extradition of 
Moyer, Heywoog and Pettibone from Col- 
Oorado to Idaho. 

In his reply the president quoteg at 
length from a letter written by him 
more than a year ago to the attorney 
general in which he said that “Our duty 
is (if it should ever happen that we 
had any power in the matter), to see 
that exact justice is done these men.” 

Letter of President Roosevelt. 


The president's letter follows: 

The White House, Washington, D ULU., 
May 2, 1907. wy Dear Mr. Henry: 
When you, in company with Messrs 
Coakley and Brown, calleg upon me this 
morning I read you the letter I had 
written to the attorney general on March 
25, 1907. -At your request I gladly send 
you the following extracts from that let- 
ter: 

“Our duty is (if it should ever happen 
that we had any power in the matter), 
to see that exact justice is done these 
men. There must be no condonation of 
lawlessness on our part even if the law- 
lessness takes the form of efforts to 
avenge the wrongs done by the law- 
lessness of others. The sole question 
as regards Haywood and Moyer must 
be the question whether or not they can 
be shown to be guilty of this particular 
act, and their legal rights must be 4s 
carefully safeguarded as those of any 
other men. It is allegeq that they were 
extradited from Colorado in a manner 
that amounted to a betrayal of their 
legal rights. JI should like to have the 
district attorney of Colorado, and if nec- 
essary the district attorney of Idaho, 
give me such information as they can 
on this point. J should like to get from 
the district attorney of Idaho any in- 
formation that he can obtain as t@ 
whether or not there has been the sligut- 
est disposition shown by the authorities 
in Idaho to act toward these men in an 
unfair or impropér manner, or to deny 
them their legal rights. On the otner 
hand I should like to know if there is 
any symptoms of a miscarriage of jus- 
tice in their favor. 

Intemperate Violence. 


“The intemperate violence with which 
the gocialistic or labor paperg like that 
of Debs, and I am sorry to say some 
labor organizations have insisted without 
any knowledge of the facts upon treat- 
ing these men as martyrs to the cause 
of labor, has unquestionably resulted in 
tremendous pressure being brought to 
bear upon the authorities of Idaho to dis- 
charge or acquit them whether guilty or 
innocent. So far as the unions are 
anxious only to see that exact justice 
is done these men; that they are given 
their full legal rights and not con- 
demned unless proved guilty of this spe- 
cific act, they are entitled to the cor- 
dial cooperation of all just and fair- 
minded citizens. So far as by an action, 
or by murderous and treasonable lan- 
guage such ag that quoted above from 
Debs (and others), they tend to bring 
pressure to bear upon the state authori- 
ties and upon the courts, to obstruct the 
course of justice and to render it difficult 
to convict the men if guilty, they are 
equally without stint to ibe condemned; 
and anything that the federal authori- 
ties can do, in either event, to further 
the cause of justice ig to be done. 

In response to your question, it is, I 
trust, needless for me to Say that if 
at any time you or any one else can 
submit to me any evidence showing that 
there has been a miscarriage of justice 
for or against Messrs. Moyer or Hay- 
wood, which you believe it is in my pow- 
er to remedy, I will at once bring such 
evidence to the attention of the attor- 
ney general to have him give it the ful- 
lest consideration and to take thereon 
such action, if any ,as it may De in 
th epower of the federal authorities to

It is extremely rare that prepara- 
tions for a convention are begun 
more than a year in advance of its 
nieeting, but in the case of the In- 
tcrnational Congress on Tuberculosis, 
which is to assemble in Washington 
in September and October, 1908, such 
early activity is evidence both of the 
importance of the subject matter in- 
volved, and the thoroughness with 
which it is proposed to enter into 
fis éVery detail. 

It may be gathered from the pre- 
liminary announcement relating to 
that congress, which The Constitu- 
tien publishes jn part today, how wide 
and far-reaching is to be its scope. 
I+ will attract not only physicians and 
iegienists, but also sociologists and 
humanitarians from practically all 
the civilized nations of the world. 
Every known method of treatment 
will be presented and discussed, and 
there will be given, in connection 
with the congress, a tuberculosis expo- 
sition which, it is said, will afford 
opportunity for practical and scien- 
tific study of many phases of the dis- 
ease. The congress will be in ses- 
sion nearly a month, and its aim will 
be towards practical and effective 
methods of alleviating and eradicat- 
ing the “great white plague.” 

Tuberculosis furnishes the one 
great medical study of modern times. 


endemic, in the treatment of which 
niedical’ science has not progressed 
considerably further than it has with 
this. True, it may be often suppress- 
ed in its early stages by outdoor liv- 
ing, particularly in rarefied and dry 
atmospheres, but even in such cases 
absolute cures are infrequeni, and in 
its advanced stages it almost always 
defies every known method of treat- 
ment. It goes on claiming its enor- 
mous and gradually increasing num-

But the great 
tuberculosis, or rather anti-tubercu- 
Icsis, discovery remains yet to be 
nade, Congresses like that to be held 
at Washington next year, if they do 
not bring forth the great discovery 
itself, will at least pave the way for 
it, and @re naturally, therefore, pro- 
ductive of general benefit to all man- 
kind in adding to the sum of knowl- 
edge which promises ultimate relief 
from the “great white plague.”

In adopting the hostile attitude as- 
sumed from time to time by Germany 
tcwards American products, France 
is presenting a serious menace to the 
trede of the United States, which is 
causing no littie alarm in business 
and government circlés. 

The French government has al- 
ready declined to accept as sufficient 
for importation purposes the iag of 
our national department of agricul- 
ture affixed to fresh meats. Not only 
this, but the French chambers is con- 
templating a measure increasing by 
more than 400 per cent the tariff .du- 
tres On American’ cotton seed oil, and 
auother making an increase of 60 per 
cent upon importations of shoes, 
measures which would practically 
wipe out the American trade in 
France in those products.

part, of France for discriminations in i 


our tafiff system-against the products 
of that country. True, an attempt 
may have been made to disguise the 
motive behind diplomatically stated 
reasons, but it is a motive which is 
impossible of concealment, as the 
French know, with whom diplomacy 
is often simply another name for po- 
liteness. 

When congress not only adjourned 
without assenting to any of the reci- 
procity treaties to which the state 
department had practically committed 
itself in negotiations with the French 
government, but even failed to define 
is attitude in this matter, it left an 
embarrassed situation from which 
trouble might have been anticipated. 

Thus our tariff is not only prolific 
of injustice to the consumer at home, 
in order that the pockets of the 
trust barons may continue to be 
filled, but it is more than beginning 
seriously to threaten our commerce 
with outside nations. 

And the indications are that these 
restrictions placed by foreign coun- 
tries upon American commerce may 
soon strike some of the trusts them- 
selves a blow that will lead them to 
abate somewhat in their high tariff 
demands.

However, a few 
living witnesses are aware of the facts. 

I well remember, ang the people know, 
that my comyunication in The New York 
Sun, of October 17, 1900, was the very 
first public presentation of the fact that 
Governor Roosevelt, then the repubii- 
can nominee for vice president, was of 
southern, and Georgia, déscent on his 
mother’s side. Immediately after the 
appearance of that: statement in The 
Sun, the ancestry of Theodore Roosevelt 
was heralded all over the country, and 
southern and Georgia editors and politi- 
cians took it up for discussion, and vied 
in the discussion as to who, wWiulu one, 
should be the most prominent in the 
discussion of the southern genealogy of 
Theodore Roosevelt, and in eulogizing 
him as @ typical] son of his mother, with 
brave southern blood in his veins, and 
other good things. This was followed by 
Theodore Roosevelt's election as vice 
president, anq still later his accession to 
the office of president, after the death 
of President McKinley. Soon after he 
went into the office as chief executive, 
he appointed Governor Jones, of Alaba- 
ma, as judge of the federal court in 
that state. Then immediately almost ev- 
ery editor and correspondent in the south 
began to write great panegyrics of 
Theodore Roosevelt as a man of south- 
ern and democratic type and tendencies, 
and quoting quite liberally, or plagiariz- 
{ing quite closely, my own account of his 
Georgia ancestors, without giving any no- 
tice of me or my work in such matter. 
Of course, it was then the topic of gen- 
eral discussion and use, and [I dare say 
that many of the scribes were not even 
aware of the source of their informa- 
tion. I did not claim then any proprie- 
tary right in the matter, and I did not 
obtain any special copyright on my 
story. The facts were known anyhow, 
and I was merely the medium by which 
they were made known to the public 
generally. You, doubtless, remember tTffe 
Occasion, as my communication to The 
Sun, with some additional remarks, was 
published in The Constitution of October 
28, 1900. Very soon after the appoint- 
ment of Governor Jones as federal judge, 
in 190!, came the incident of the al- 
leged dining of Booker Washington with 
President Roosevelt. Immediately then 
the press took that up, and there was 
a complete revulsion among the editors 
and correspondents of newspapers, and 
they set the tide opposite and heavily 
adverse to the preceding favorable com- 
ment as to Theodore Roosevelt; and 
some who had just prevtously extra- 
vagantly extoled him on account of his 
southern blood and democratic tenden- 
cles, then began to revile him most pro- 
fusely and bitterly. During all that time 
I kept on tn the even tenor of my own 
way, still writing occasional sketches 
about the president, and giving to him 
due praise and honor, appropriate to him 
as incumbent of the exalted office of 
president, ang due to him as a court- 
eous gentleman of southern descent and 
sentiment. Then came on, in 1904, the 
Chicago convention, which nominated 
Theodore Roosevelt for president. Then 
came on the incident of my writing the 
letter to the editor of The News, sug- 
gesting that the democratic convention 
at 8t. Louis might make the country 
harmonious by adopting the Chicago 
platform and making the Roosevelt nom- 
ination unanimous, Why would it not 
have been as well to have done it, then 
as to do it now? I have been consistent 
all along in supporting Theodore Roose- 
velt and his administration; and why 
should not my views, and my sincerity, 
and my independence of thought, and 
consistentcy of action, be as well recog- 
nized, as of those who play “hide and 
seek,"” and at last come before the 
public with a great fanfaronade and blow- 
ing of brass horns, with “thunder” I 
have furnished them? «There are thou- 
sands of people who have known and 
have taken my view and course, and 
more are coming this way. I merely 
mention these things as facts in support 
of my own course of conduct, and to 
sustain my own claims as the “original 
Roosevelt man,” as a Georgian and a 
man of action, independent of any party 
whip lash or sinister motives.

WILL GATHER TO MAKE WAR 
ON GREAT WHITE PLAGUE 


Organization of 


RELIMINARY announcements of 
Pp the assembling of distinguished 

physicians, hygienists, sociolo- 
gists and humanitarians from all parts 
of the world in September and October, 
1908, in Washington, D. C., indicate 
that vast preparations are already in 
progress for what will undoubtedly be 
one of the greatest gatherings of its 
kind the world has ever seen. 

This great gathering will be organ- 
ized under the name of the Interna- 
tional Congress on Tuberculosis. It 
will number several thousand members 
and delegates, and the _ visitors to 
Washington, on account of the con- 
gress, number thousands more. There 
is no doubt about the magnitude and 
importance of the congress, but its 
attractiveness to non-members re- 
mains to be proved. If a congress on 
tuberculosis can draw many hundreds 
of Americans to Washington in the 
critical stages of a presicential cam- 
paign, there can be no doubt that the 
modern crusade against the great 
white plague igs the most absorbing 
contest which medical science has ever 
waged. The anti-tuberculosis cam- 
paigh has, indeed, “caught onn” with 
the American people, and is going for- 
ward in deadly earnest, but an out- 
sider may doubt whether it can com- 
pete successfully with so great a pa; 
litical upstir. Having in full view the 
intense preoccupation of public in- 
terest at that time, the National Asso- 
ciation for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis has chosen ghe time 
and place for the International Con- 
gress to suit the pleasure and conven- 
ience of the foreign members ana dele- 
gates, and the association has not the 
slightest doubt that the congreg will 
be a great success, 

The directors and council of the na- 
tional association include the most 
noted authorities on tuberculosis in 
this country, and they are, besides, 
wise men in public affairs. Their 
plans contemplate something far 
broader than a convention of scien- 
tific men. They expect to have a tu- 
berculosis exhibition, which, up to its 
date, will surpass in variety and in- 
terest anything of the sort ever at- 
tempted. The collection of illustrative 
objects has been going on in this coun- 
try for several years, and the exhibi- 
tion method of educating the. public 
on this subject is employed in many 
foreign countries. During the three 
weeks, while this exhibition is in pro- 
gress, visitors can learn what is go- 
ing on, the world around, fn the fight 
against tuberculosis. The exhibition 
will be open and free to the public « 
all times, and its contents will be as 
interesting to the man ijn the street, 
or to the high school pupil, as to the 
savant. Tuberculosis exhfbitions have 
been held in many American cities and 
have attracted visitors by thousands. 
The value of the exhibition as a means 
of arresting popular’ attention has 
therefore been proved by experience. 

The work of organizing the Interna- 
tional congress has been intrustec by 
the national association to a special 
committee of six well-known medical 
men, who will add to their number up 
to twenty members. The committee at 
present includes Dr. Lawrence Flick, 
of Philadelphia; Dr. Vincent Y. Bow- 
ditch, of Boston; Dr. Alfred Meyer, of 
New York: Dy. J. J. Walsh, of Phila- 
delphia; Dr. Lawrence Litchfielc, of 
Pittsburg; Dr. Charles J. Hatfield, of 
Philadelphia. The committee has ap- 
pointed a secretary general, Dr. John 
S. Fulton, of Baltimore, who has open- 
ed an office in the Colorado building, 
in Washington, and will devote all his 
time to the organization of the con- 
gress. This is much the largest enter- 
prise undertaken by the national asso- 
ciation for the study and prevention of 
tuberculosis {n the four years of its 
existence. That its faith in the out- 
come is well founded is shown by the 
fact that such men as H.C. Frick. Hen- 
rv Phipps, Henry L, Higginson, Martin 
Maloney, William P. Henszey and 
George Blumenthal are giving finan- 
clal support to the movement. 

The project to hold this congress in 
Washington had its inception undGéer 
very distinguished auspices. The last 
International Congress on Tuberculosis 
met in Paris in 1905, and the American 
delegates invited the congress to hold 
the next meeting in the United States. 
Mr. Roosevelt seconded the invitation, 
through Mr. McCormick, the ambassa- 
dor to France, and the invitation was

accepted with a great demonstratiecrn 
of enthusiasm. The prospect of a visit 
to our country seemea very agreeable 
to the foreigners. . 

For physicians the 
Congress of Tuberculosis will be an 
unique event. Such a gathering is not 
likely to take place again in_ this 
country in a generation. The chance 
of seeing and hearing the most dis- 
inguished foreign medical 
self sufficient to draw phy 
hundreds from all parts of this 
try, Canada and Mexico. 

The international congress will 
hardly less attractive to. sociologists, 
for in this country the tuberculosis 
problem has taken a strong hold on the 
leaders in organized charity, many of 
whom have become leaders also in the 
anti-tuberculosis movement. 

This occasion will excite extraordin- 
ary interest among the medical schools 
within easy distance of Washington. 
Wideawake professors will bring their 
students to Washington to study the 
remarkable collection of pathological 
specimens in the exhibition, and to at- 
tend lectures, clinics, and demonstra- 
tions by famous teachers of this and 
other countries. 

Another class of visitors likely te at- 
tend in numbers will be the veterina- 
rians. It is said that surprises are in 
store for those physicians who have 
been. a little slow in the pursuit of 
knowledge about tuberculosis. The 
veterinarians have maintained a lively 
pace, and so far as tuberculosis is 
concerned, a majority of those who 
practice human medicine are, as the 
sporting men say, “not in it with the 
vets.” 

In the work of preliminary organi- 
zation the committee has Adopted a 
policy which seeks to make the char- 
acteristics of our political structure 
quite clear to the foreign visitors. The 
committee is not sending its invitation 
directly to private individuals who 
are interested in tuberculosis, nor to 
institutions, nor to organizations, of- 
ficial or unofficial. The committee has 
invited the governors of all the states, 
requesting them, in turn, to invite their 
municipalities and other loca! agenr- 
cies, either directly or through some 
department of state government. By 
this means the committee hopes to 
have the states participate as units and 
give an account of all the forces en- 
gaged against tuberculosis within the 
limits of each state. The restriction 
of tuberculosis is a political problem 
quite as much as it is a social or med- 
ical problem, and by extending its or- 
ganization along official lines, the con- 
gress will probably secure the largest 
and most enduring benefits to the 
country, and at the same time repre- 
sent the country in the most favorable 
way to foreign visitors. 

The international congress will cost 
a good deal of money. The national 
association will provide a fund of 
$100,000, and this sum will come chief- 
ly from the private purses of a few 
wealthy and enlightened men, who see 
in this congress an opportunity to give 
a tremendous impetus to the movement 
against tuberculosis. An undertaking 
which will bring all the energies now 
engaged in the world’s combat against 
tuberculosis to a focus in Washington 
for nearly a month will undoubtedly 
leave a permanent impress on the 
whole country, and will yield large re- 
turns for the money invested. One 
hundred thousand dollars !{s quite a 
snug sum of money, but it is a very 
small part of the value which the con- 
gress and the exhibition will bring 
into existence. When the forty-five 
states grow busy in preparation: when 
state boards of health, dairy commis- 
sions, tuberculosis commissions, live 
stock boards, schools of agriculture, 
medical schools, research laboratories, 
city health departments, and the nu- 
merous unofficial agencies dealing di- 
rectly with the tuberculosis problem, 
begin to make ready for the Inter- 
national Congress on Tuberculosis, sub- 
stantial values will accumulate at a 
great rate. The initial enthusiasm has 
not waited for a signal from the com- 
mittee on organization. Public offi- 
ctals in more than a dozen states, and 
in eight or ten federal bureaus, are 
already active in anticipation of the 
congress, so that the task of organiza- 
tion is found in a growing state be- 
fore the national association, the chief 
sponsor for the congress, lays a hand 
upon ft.

ON COUNTY LINE 


MURDER TRIAL IS INVOLVED 


Laurens and Johnson Counties May 
Cal on Secretary of tSate to 
Locate Line--70O Acres and 
Murder Trial Depend 
Upon Decision. 


Dublin, Ga., May 5.—(Special.)—There 
seems now to be no doubt of the fact 
that Secretary of State Phil Cook will 
be called upto to decide just where is 
the line between Laurens and Johnson 
counties. 

The line ig being run by L. W. Rob- 
erts, of Atlanta, who was appointed by 
Governor J. M. Terrell to do the work. 
He hag run a line that puts more than 
seven hundred acres of Laureng county 
into Johnson and by his survey has lo- 
cated the scene of the Tarbutton, FPlu- 
ker and Tyre tragedy in Johnson. 

Laurens’ representatives in the survey 
claim that Mr. Roberts hag not followed 
the line as described in the act. He has 
consented to run a line according to their 
contention. If he accepts this line, which 
has been accepted as being correct for 
more than ninety years, the matter will 
end, If he insistg that the line he has 
run is correct ,a fight will be made De- 
fore Secretary of State Phil Cook. 
About seven hundred acres of land are 
involved, but this is as nothing to the 
contention of the two counties as to the 
scene of the tragedy when J. Letcher 
Tyre was killed by G. A. Tarbutton, Joe 
Fluker and Herschel Tarbutton and the 
latter was killed by Tyre. The defend- 
ants want the strip put into Johnson 
so that they can ibe tried there and the 
people of Laurens want the trial to take 
place in their county.

SMALL DELIVERS | 
STRONG SERMON 


Preaches to Large Audience 
at Egleston Memorial 
Church, 


Rev. Sam W. Small preached a 
Strong, inspiring sermon at Egleston 
Memorial church to a large and great- 
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REV. SAM SMALL. 
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congregation last even- 
ing oon the subject: “Why Our 
Churches Are Distasteful to Men.” 

Dr. Small’s text was the message to 
the church at Laodicea: “I know thy 
works, that thou art neither hot nor 
cold; I would thou wert hot or cold.” 

Tracing the institution of the 
Christian church, Dr. Small said the 
most stupendous fact in human his- 
tory is that Christ sent out only twelve 
men with his gospel to conquer the 
world in His name, converting it to his 
principles and binding it in loyalty to 
His person. After nineteen centuries 
we are living in the noontide of the 
Christian conquest. 

“Christ meant His church to be a 
militant force, g@f= He was himself. He 
meant it to be a flaming army of zeal, 
indignation and warfare on the powers 
of evil. Man was madae to have do- 
minion over creation, and every one 
of us feels the divine heredity of 4 
conquering spirit. Our common in- 
stinct is to kill the savage, the ser- 
pent and the seducer. Our normal 
judgment is that love is better than 
hate, peace better than war, justice 
better than theft. 

“But we have commonsense enough 
to know that we can only have the 
reign of righteousness by fighting 
down and out the forces of all unright- 
eousness. 

“When our churches begin to under- 
stand human nature and take account 
of its demands—demands' that God 
planted in it—they will become ‘hot’ 
and neither Christ nor .good-seeking 
men will spue them out of their 
mouths. 

“When the churches lay off from 
trying to preach men up to heaven 
and set all their forces to preach them 
out of the everyday hell of their pres- 
ent lives, men will go to hear that 
kind of gospel. 

Against Legislative Wrongs. 

“When the churches get hot against 
legislative wrongs upon the people, 
at Washington or 
in Atlanta; when they get hot against 
corporation rule, civic corruption and 
excessive taxation of the poor here in 
Atlanta; when they get hot against 
the liquor traffic, the revival of gamb.- 
ling, Sabbath breaking, bawdy houses 
and bridge whist; when they get mad 
at wife-beatings in high society and 
society women hauled drunken from 
clubs to their homes; then the men— 
plain, clean, honest men—of Atlanta 
will pack and overflow our churches. 
They simply despise a cola, deaf and 
dumb church.

Chief Jennings Says There 
Is Great Need for New 
Department. 


A police hospital is one of the press- 
ing needs of the city, says Chief Henry 
Jennings, of the Atlanta police depart- 
ment. 

All cities the size of Atlanta have 
a police surgeon and police hoga tal, 
says the chief, and there is no reaton 
for Atlanta to lag behind in this re- 
spect. 

It would take only a few hundred 
dollars to install such a hospital at 
the barracks, these police hospitals in 
many cities being known as receiving 
hospitals. 

Very often some serious cases are 
brought to the police barracks, and 
the delay in either getting a doctor or 
in transferring the injured person to 
the Grady hospital may sometimes re- 
sult disastrously if it has not done so 
in the past. 

Of the general conduct of city pris- 
ons iff the south, the chief says that 
a comparison of the treatment of pris- 
oners jn the Atlanta police barracks 
with other southern cities will show 
that this city treats its prisoners as 
well as any in the south, and far bet- 
ter than a vast majority of them. 

They receive far better treatment 
here in Atlanta, said the chief, than 
they do in Washington city.

- ON THE WORK OF CHURCH 


IN TWENTIETH CENTURY

~“There is considerable discussion to- 
_ Gay in the realms of church life con- 
cerning, the church for the present 
time,’’ said Dr. Broughton yesterday. 
“More minds are exercised about it 
then the average man thinks. Every 
thinking mind is bound to be im- 
pressed with the fact that the church 
is not accomplishing its mission. It 
is doing great good; more good than 
all the other institutions in the world 
ae Ghat” for it is Christianity, after 

, . pnderlies everything that is 
“Blessing the world today. 

“But when everything good is said 
about the church, it remains to be 
said with equal truth, that {t is fal)- 
lug, signally, to do its best. 
rte. 3 do not sey this as a pessimistic 
critic, nor do I in any sense mean 
to reflect upon the church as it ex- 
ists in the- mind of its Founder. To 
Him it is His fair bride, without spot 
or blemish; but as we find it operated 
by our imperfect hands, it is far from 
being spotless and free from censure 
and criticism. 

“It must also be understood that I 
am speaking not of any special or- 
@anization or denomination. My idea 
of the church is far more significant 
than that. What I mean when I 
refer to the church is the spiritual 
body of our Lord. This embraces the 
Christians of all ecclesiastical denomi- 
nations and bodies. 

“But, while I am not directly speak- 
ing of individual churches or denomi- 
mations, I am, as a matter of fact, 
including them. 

As to Successful Church. 

“What is to constitute the success- 
ful church of thé twentieth century? 
This is my question, whether it re- 
lates to the individual church, 
nomination, or the world of believers 
in Christ. 

‘In answering the question it may 
be said that the church is to go 
gshead in the future, as in the past, 
contending for the faith once deliver- 
ed to the saints. And this is true. 
No church is going to succeed in the 
highest sense of the word that ig- 
nores the question of doctrine. Doc- 
trine to the church is like the skele- 
ton to the body. For the body to be 
strong, healthy and commanding, it 
must. have a strong, healthy, well- 
adjusted skeleton. Bow-legs and 
wickets result from unhealthy, soft 
skeleton tissue. 

“Bo with the church. Wherever its 
creed is so broad and flexible as to 
straddle every fad and fancy of the 
age, it is because there is not a suf- 
ficiency of doctrinal salts to harden 
and fix its faith and practice. I be- 
lieve in doctrine, especially when it 
is understood to apply to all of our 
foundation principles. Some are s80 
narrow as to limit the injunction of 
the apostle to ‘contend for the faith,’ 
to the little differences between them 
and other people. That is not the 
kind of doctrine that will strengthen. 
It has its place, but it is not all of 
it; not all of it by a great deal. The 
injunction is ‘contend for the faith 
Once delivered to the saints,’ which 
means to take in all the fundamentals 
of our belief as Christians. 

“But it is not enough to contend 
for: the faith. Too much doctrine is 
like too much skeleton. The healthy 
body must have nerve and blood, heart 
and muscle. There is no Hfe in the 
skeleton. Life is in that which the 
skeleton supports, and from which in 
turn it gets its life. And so in the 
matter of doctrine. There is abso- 
lutely no life in our creeds, however 
orthodox and scriptural they may be. 
Life is in the spirit. Christ, by the 
Holy Spirit, is the life of the church. 
When He comes and forms Himeelf 
around our creeds and doctrines, then 
there is life and power; then our doc- 
trine serves the church and impresses 
the world. Without this, there is not 
Only a lack of life, but the world 
Cannot respect us. It Is life that be- 
gets respect. 

The Church Needs Life. 

“I have heard that many years ago a 
number of medical students were in a 
hilarious state of mind. There were 
twenty or thirty dead bodies in the room, 
but they were nothing but corpses, and 
hence there was no especial respect for 
their presence. Finally a new subject 
Was brought in. It was a girl, supposed 
to be about grown. The first stroke of 
the scalpel brovght blood. The girl was 
not dead. You can imagine that there 
was quite a change in that room, and 
that it was instantaneous. Carousing 
Was turned into awe. Disregard was 
turned into respect, and everything tha: 
could be done was done to fully restore 
that girl. 3 
-“"The cause for this change was life. 
It was discovered that there was life in 
that body. It was very faint but it was 
there. 

“So it is to be with the conquering 
church. We have not to preach less doc- 
trine, but more life. The old founda- 
tion verities of the Bible fought over 
and successfully defended by our fath- 
@rs, must have life injected into them. 
The spirit of Jesus Christ must fill them 
and cover them <so that Christ himself 
will be the center, the heart and the life 
of all our doctrine. 

“But not only is the church to contend

of its life and the application of its doc- 
trine. This is the main thought that 
I have in my mind at this tiem. 

“What are some of the main lines 
along which the successful church of 
the present day ts to seek to apply its 
teaching? 

War Against Sin. 

“In the frst place it must declare un- 
remitting war against sin. The words 
of the olqg prophet, ‘Prepare war. Wake 
up the mighty men. Let all the men of 
War draw near. Let them come wp. 
Beat your plow shares into swords and 
your pruning hooks into spears, must be 
heard amd heeded by the church today. 

‘Sin and righteousness cannot live to- 
@ether. They cannot live together in 
the individual, nor can they live to- 
gether in the ghurch. 

“The churoh, if it is dominated by the 
spirit of Jesus Christ, carries forever 
with it a sword that knows no scab- 
bard. It knows no flag of truce. Its 
motto is, “Conquer, or die!’ 

‘] Know that the whining sentimental- 
ist will cry, ‘Peace, peace.” Our blessed 
Lord himeef has been more misrepre- 
sented at this point than any other. Talk 
about peace with Him, wien the world 
Yeeks and rolls in ein! It is preposter- 
ous! He seid Himself, ‘I came not to 
fring peace wpon the earth, but 4 
sword.’ Why didi He eay this? Becauss 
it was true. He saw the world’s sin, 
ant He felt it. The church was constl- 
tuted to fight it; fight it in anyway and 
every way possible; to fight it individur 
ally, and collectively. This the world 
waits to see the church do. 

“To be sure, here and there, there is a 
little skirmish. Certain phases of sin 
@nd iniquity are attacked, but the world 
waits to see the church of today set its 
jaw and clinch fts teeth and uusheath 
its sword, and wade into sin wherever 
it finds it, and never stop untij the last 
sun goes down and Christ Himself is 
seated wpon His throne. 

“And this fight against sin, let it be 
understood, must be sincere. It must 
deal with conditions at our door with the 
same unflinching bravery and courage 
that ft attacks the outside world. This 
has not always been true. We have found 
it much. easier and more congenial to 
our people to consider lawlessness in 
Turkey or Russia than at home. We 
are quite ready to brand in letters of 
flaming colors the hateful word ‘anarchy’ 
upon the nation or people that winks at 
the dynamite bomb, but gloat and boast 
over the ‘unwritten law’ at home that is 
just as much a species of anarchy as 
any dynamiter that ever threw a bomb. 

Sin at Home. 

“We talk of usurpation of 
and cry out against the mob that does 
it, but our lips are shut and our 
tongues are etill when we stand face 
to face with the bribery and corruption 
in our own country and at our own 
door that robs the people of their choice 
in government. 

‘“Grafters and grafting are big words, 
crimson in color when they are seen 
in the distance, but when it is going on 
right in our midst by men, and some- 
times women, who sit in our pews and 
pay Our expenses it is quite another 
thing. Sometimes it is actually respect- 
able, and serves to give church promo- 
tion. 

“Gamblers and gambling; oh, how de- 
testable the words! They are associated 
with everything that is black and 
slimy, but they are not always so. If 
applied to a professional black-leg, there 
is no word that can express our con- 
tempt, and we fight him without letting 
up. But what about it when it is our 
door? Wha about it when it Is seen in 
the fashionable euchre, whist or bridge 
party in our community? What about 
it when it is participated in by the lead- 
Ing members of our congregations and 
churches? Ah, there is where we show 
our cowardice, and there {s where the 
world loses respect for us! 

“Every sane and sensible man 
whether in the church or out of it.

women, With bands of music and great 
congregational singing, and the gospel 
in all of its simplicity; and yet pudity 
and power preached. They are putting 
their very best men in these institu- 
tional church centers. They put them 
there and then give them full sway to 


judgment. What they want is to reach 
and save the people, and they care very 


“This is the kind of church work that 
has got to come to the front in this 
country if the church is to triumph. 

“But let me say also that the ohurch 
has got to give more attention to the 
places where the people stay. Many 
people, perhaps the majority, will never 
attend church services until they are 
found and won in the places where they 
stay, and they are not to tbe blameg 80 
much; they are dead in trespasseg and 
sin. Thé church is the divinely charged 
battery to put life into the palsied mass 
of humanity, but this cannot be done 80 
long a the church and the people are 
apart. They must be brought together. 
if the people will not go to church the 
church must go to the people. The mem- 
bership of the church must be charged 
with the spirit of individual evangelism. 
How long iwould it take the church to 
win this world if the spirit of personal 
responsiblity should fall upon every 


to win men and women to Christ wher- 
ever found? 
Institutional Churches. 

‘But another thing must be done: The 
church must be more humanitarian. 
When our Lord was wpon the earth he 
submitteg the parable of the Good Sa- 
maritan who made it his ‘business to 
deny himself the comforts of a ride—got 
down and bound up the wounds ®f the 
poor traveler, and placed him upon his 
own horse and carried him to a hotel, re- 
quested them if any more was needed, 
to call on him. ‘This is institutionalism 
in the chureh. It is the Christianity tuat 
must characterize church work at the 
present time. 

‘The church of the present day must 
turn its attention to the great mass of 
our people, who need a helping hand. 
It must hear and heed the cny of dis- 
tress. 

“In every city, town and country dis- 
trict there are heartaches and distresses 
which only need ‘to (be realized to ‘bieed 
the heart of the hardest. They are not 
rare, they are very, very common. The 
ordinary wage-earner gets sick; his in- 
come ceases, credit soon plays out, and 
a whole family is left to suffer. This 
is common. We never dream of the suf- 
fering until we begin to look for it. 
Widows, orphans, helpless and hemeless 
women and children; some with charac- 
ters bad, who want to reform, and oth- 
ers whose inner and outer life is as 
pure as the purest; they are everywhere. 
They make the bottom rail in our civili- 
zation and the foundation of our govern- 
ment, They are in the majority in our 
chunches, and they are of no church at 
all. They appeal for help. The failure 
of the church to properly appreciate this 
has caused it to lose much of its 
upon them. They have sought 
lodges and associations that care for 
them in their distresses, sit up with 
their sick, and take care of them whén 
they are helptess. This work is pre- 
eminently the work of the church. They

need sympathy. They go to ‘the church 
for it. Alas, alas, they often fail to 
get it. They neeg help. They go to the 
church for it, or wait for the church to 
bestow it. And again, they fail to get 
it. They need protection against Oppres- 
sion and wrong. They go to the church 
to champion thelr grievances and re- 
lieve their oppression. But again they 
are turned aside. No wonder the lodges 
flouriéh and grow strong in finances 
while the church struggles and starves, 

“The church of this century must more 
determinately enter this fleld. We must 
not turn the problem over to Christless 
institutions, not even the state. Orders 
and associations having no religion, and 
acknowledging no Christ, must not have 
relegateg to them the work of ‘weeping 
with those that weep, visiting’ the sick, 
and caring for the widows and the 
Orphans.’ In the name of Christ this 
is to be done. The waif on the street 
must be taken up. The homeless must 
be housed. The orphans must be fath- 
ered and mothered. The poor must be 
fed and encouraged. The sick must be 
furnished hospitals and nurses. The out- 
casts must be given a chance to reform. 
The great unchurched and unsaved 
masses must be reached. The church 
must be their friend, and its modes and 
methods of work must be planned to 
meet thelr needs. 

Power and Inspiration. 

“Again, the church of today must have 
sulpernatural power. Jesus Christ said 
to the first Christian church of earth, 
‘Ye shall receive power after that the 
Holy Ghost is cOme upon you.’ GSalva- 
tion is a ‘blessed experience, but salva- 
tion alone is not enough That first 
church was a saved body, but salvation 
was not enough for them. They must 
have supernatural strength. They must 
have it to live by. Sin and temptation 
must be overcome. A saved man must 
be a conquering man. The lusts and 
longings of the flesh must be mastered, 
Besides, they must have the super- 
navcral power for service. The world 
is to be Ohristianized. To do this we 
must have a power unlike other men. 
Hence the command to ‘tarry in Jerusa- 
lem until ye are endued with power from 
on high.’ 

“This power is just as essential to us. 
The church must insist upon the over- 
coming life. Compromise with the flesh 
can no longer be tolerated. The -com- 
mand of Christ, ‘Be ye holy,’ must be 
heard. To hmwg the devil and hold on 
to the Lord is hypocrisy. There must 


the power of the spirit of God. The 
same need is ours with respect to ser- 
vice. We are to make disciples of all 
people. This is a stupendous task, anid 
cannot be done in our own strength. 
Culture, wealth and activity combined 
will fail unless there is the work of the 
power of the spirit of God. 

“Finally, the church of today must live

BOOKS ON FARMING. 


In responsé to quite a number of re- 
quests received for a list of books re- 
lating to farming, the following is 
given, with the remark that it is by 
no means exhaustive. The number of 
books might easily be trebled without 
difficulty, but a long list is apt to be 
confusing than otherwise. Without 
exception, these books are well adapt- 
ed for the’ use of the practical farmer, 
being little combined with unneces- 
sary technical words and discussions. 
The title of each book sufficiently in- 
dicates the general character of <the 
contents. In the appendix of several 
of the volumes there is a list of other 
books by the same publishers, from 
which selections may be made. 

‘In this day of progress and general 
enlightenment it is folly for a farmer 
to stubbornly insist that farming can 
yee be learned from books, and ridicule 
book-farming, as the past genera- 
tion waa wont to do. wo sensible man 
claims that a young man may learn 
to be a good and successful farmer 
by merely studying the sciences un- 
derlying the art of €armyrng, any more 
than that he can learn to be a suc- 
cessful practitioner of medicine by 
simply studying medical books, or go- 
ing through a medical college. But it 
is certainly true that a physician can- 
not successfully practice his profes- 
sion without studying. His is a life- 
long study. So with the lawyer, the 
arthitect, the mill superintendent. . It is 
also true, or is rapidly becoming true, 
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and successful in his vocation if he 
entirely ignores the aid of oks, 
journals, experiment station bulletins, 
etc. There are some who delude them- 
selves in the belief that they are ab- 
solutely independent of such aids, 
knowing. that “ig 4 never read a line 
on such subjects. But these same men 
learn from their neighbors, and from 
agricultural fairs, and pick yp—indi- 
rectly—a. great deal of information 
that was first disseminated in books 
and agricultural journals. There are 
few things that any farmer knows 
about farming (that is worth know- 
Ing) that has not already. found its 
way in print, or will soon so appear. 
Putting an agricultural truth, or a 
solid practical sentiment in type, ink- 
ing the type and imprinting it on 
paper, does not take away an iota of 
the value of such truth. All wisdom 
and knowledge find their way at 
once into print and in that form are 
not only prominently preserved but 
also disseminated throughout the 
reading world. The art of printing is 
what made civilization possible; with- 
out it, or a satisfactory substitute, 
the world wotld stop still in its 
march of progress, and probably go 
back in the direction of barbarism.

Answer—tThe sample of cowpes vine 
fiber is received.

New York, May 5.—iAs a result of con- 
ference between counsel, J have consent- 
ed to withdraw my application for. an 
injunction against the classification com- 
mittee and the New York Cotton Ex- 
change, on condition that the defendants 
con t to go to immediate trial of all 
the issueg before a referee, to be ap- 
pointed by the supreme court, and pro- 
ceed from day to day in taking testi- 
mony in proof of the facts. This will re- 
sult in a thorough inquiry into present 
and past conditiong governing the cotton 
business. of New York, and will, in my 
Opinion effectually stop the delivery’ of 
cotton on contract here that is not prop- 
erly tenderable, and check any dispo- 
sition to violate the rules of the New 
York Cotton Exchange.

chantable cotton artd bearg some just re- 
lation to the value of the article. 

The trial before the referee will be 
wonducted’ with all possible expedition 
and TI tnvite any who may have evi- 
dence to give on the subject to place 
the same at my disposal to the end that 
the New York Cotton Exchange may we 
rehabilitated in the eyes of the world and 
may properly perform its important func- 
tion toward the trade and cease to be the 
object of antagonistic legislation through- 
out the south. 

I know that undtr the improved con- 
ditions which will result from my action 
the New York Cotton Exchange has @ 
brighter future before it and that it 
wil] not be long before the contract here 
will be a legitimate exponent of the real 
value of spinnable cetton, and as such 
again available to producers and con- 
sumers ag a means of properly protect- 
ing themselves against the risk of de- 
cline or advance in the market. 

It has been widely charged by my 
enemies and some of my former friends 
that my action wag taken with a view of 
springing a surprise upon the market 
ang forcing a ‘“‘corner” by injunction. 
Such is not the case and the west pos- 
Sible proofs Is my willingness to abandon 
the injunction pending a trial, if the trial 
proceed forthwith. Il am unalterably op- 
posed to corners. I believe them to 
be uncommercial and as a rule unproll- 
table. I never participated in but one, 
when at the invitation of Messrs. S. 
Gruner & Co., of this city, I joined with 
them in a corner of August cotton, The 
experience convinced me of the utter 
futility of attempting to advance the 
price of a great commodity Ike cotton 
oy manipulative methods. My injunc- 
tion wag simply a demand that the by- 
laws of the cotton exchange itself. ve 
observed. It had not seemea to me 
that such a demand would effect a cor-* 
ner. Mr. Henrye W. Taft, counsel for 
the New York Cotton Exchange, in the 
New York Sun, of May 4, is quoted as 
follows: , 

“Although Mr. ~Price’s injunction will 
do little except enjoin the classification 
committee from doing things that are al- 
ready technical Violations of the by- 
laws of the exchange, the terms are s0 
general that the committeé could not 
continue its work, and without the clas- 
sifie ‘ation of the cotton trading cannot 
go on.’ I submit that if it be neces- 
sary that the by-laws of the New irork 
Cotton Exchange be violated to enable 
it to continue’ its present metnods then 
ig it not time that those who are invited 
to trade wu n the New York Cotton Ex- 
change be‘put ypon notice of such con- 
dition? and am I to blame if after I 
bought cotton under the rules of the 
New York Cotton Exchange, 1 insist 
upon the enforcement of those rules to 
protect my rights thereunder in the con- 
summation of my contracts? 

By every means available to. me I en- 
deavored to bring the abuses of which 
I complain to the attention of the ex- 
change administration. I publicly an- 
nounced nearly a month ago that I 
should avail myself of legal remedy, if 
such a legal remedy existed, and there 


ly disseminated statements that I have 
endeavored to spring a surprise upon the 
exchange. 

I ecatayé cotton is ‘destined to seil 
much higher. ‘I ‘believe this because 
the stocks of tenderable cotton—even 
the cotton tenderable under the by-laws 
of the New York Cotton Excuange, are 
practically exhausted in Amer.ca, And 
because, while the world needs an Amer- 
ican cotton crop of at least 13,500,000 
bales next. year, the prospect is that 
the yicld will be much less than this. I 
believe that as’a result of the reforms 
now almost certain to be established in
